E mysteries of Paris are receiving ad- | 
ditions. The needle-prickers and the 
wder-sprinklers have now been re- 
for by the ent slashers—who made 
selves conspicuous last winter, it will be 
temembered—and the ‘‘ kickers.”’ 
ve Parisians have reported that while in 
the Chatelet Métro Station they received 
mysterious kicks in the back. When they 
tarned to see whose foot had done it, they 
saw no one. An expert spiritualistic medium 
seems to be one of the requirements of the 
police. 
. In all, twenty-eight persons reported last 
Wednesday that they had been pricked. One. 
man, after having given a light to a stranger 
who desired to oa felt a pain in his fore- 
arm as the stranger moved off. A small 
needle was found beneath the flesh. A woman 
reported that her coat hadi been slashed. 
ere appears to be a mysterious band, pre- 
sumably made up of men and women, who 
for the past three weeks having been going 
about Paris and suburbs pricking the ~odies 
of men and women with a needle or some’ 
other small pointed object. 

As a rule, the wound has become inflamed, 
and often is followed by a rash appéaring on 
the skin of the person attacked, which gives 
tise to the belief that the point of the weapon 
contains some poisonous substance. 

The funny part of it all is that “here are 
many men and women the imagined victims of 
needle pricks. Mvery day at the Pasteur. In- 
stitute there are long queues of people waiting 
to be treated, all of whom have nothing what- 
ever the matter with them. . 

These imaginary victims of needle pricks 
are more to be feared than the actual maniac 
with the needle, and wise men are Keeping a 
teasonable distance from the fairer sex in the 
street, in the Métro, and ia the cinemas, for 
they never know when they may be accused.

pretty, iat ‘are hardly suitable to the lively 
arisian type. 

Moreover, they suit few women, and are 
costumes rather than modern toilettes. These 
straight dresses, with the waist down to the 
knees and the bottom of the skirt spreading 
out on the floor, .ro admired simply because 
they were brought out by a very big dress- 
maker, arid this is what keeps theth alive. 


Millinery. 

Paris seems to have gone mad on the eloche 
shape, and the new ring models indicate 
that there is still no relief from that form of 
madness.

HE idea which underlies the good old 
qi custom of forming a New Year resolu- 
tion is the same as that.on which the 
custom of opening Parliament with prayer is 
based: it has for its object the introduction 
of a spirit of lofty thought and noble en- 
deavour to the new activities, 

The East is the home of wise sayings, and 
while it is true that East is East and West is 
West, still each can give something of value 
to the other. The motto of the Zoroastrians— 
‘Good thoughts, good wofds, good deeds,’’ 
or, in the Japanese form, “ See no evil, hear 
no evil, speak no evil’’—embodies the finest 
sentiment that the mind of man could co 
ceive. As a guide to general conduct one 
towards another, nothing could surpass it for 
beauty of thought and for-reaching aspiration. 


Be Moderate. 


But beautiful as this aphorism undoubtedly 
is in its generalisation, many a poor morta! 
will quail before the magnitude of the task it 
imposes. For the practical purposes of every- 
day life, which a New Year resolution in 
particular 1s meant: to serve, too high a 
standard should not be set; for man is frail 
the flesh weak, and: wise is he who will limit 
the aspiration to the bounds of human pos: 
sibility. 

The infinite cannot be attained vy the finite 
in one step, but by a'series of steps. Ifanv a 
good resolve has been furedoomed to ia:iure 
by virtue of its own extravagance. To serve a 
useful purpose it should be kept within the 
bounds of human endeavour, with absolute 
sincerity as its keynote. 

To prescribe a resolution for any specific. 
occasion or individual ‘would be as *resu-ning 
as it would be foolish, for each must {.ame it 
according to his or her own lights or needs, 
and in character and form it wil) be as inany 
and varied as pebbles on the sea-shore ;- but 
the central thought is always the same—that 
of aspiring to something better. ¢ 

But the difficulty lies, not in the framing of 
it, but in the keeping of it. While is is 
happily true that no effort is ever lost, it is 
equally true that a broken pledge, especiaily 
to oneself, leaves an. indelible sear upon the 
character. 

A promise to oneself once seriously made, 
and lightly broken when the effort to fulfil it 
begins, is really a crime against one’s own 
seli—no less a crime beca.se it had ita genesis 
in good intentions or because the resulting 
harm is seldom recognised.

The Peace of Europe. 


Men and women have lost most of their 
illusions since the Armistice. They recog- 
nise now that politiciats are not demi- 
gods, and that the old prejudices and 
shortcomings of international diplomacy 
cannot be eradicated either by tho signing 
of a solemn covenant or by the ipse dirit 
of any statesman. For that reason nobody 
expects from the conference at 
Lausanne, which has been in session during 
the past month and has not yet finished 
its labours.

O'Higgins refers at length to 
the circumstances which have led up to the 
present position in Ireland. 

He pointed out that in every war there 
were three big iactors—military, political,

hold the people indefinitely to a course which 
demanded exact standards of immolation; 
economically, she wes faced with the problem 
of 130.000 people uneniployed, and the 
economic life of the country ebbing.

support in the country 

““He even agreed to give the anti-Treaty 
people certain portfolios in the Cabinet. 
When it is remembered thet this pact 
jeopardised the whole Treaty: position, ‘it is 
possible ‘to measure Collins’ desire for 
ace. 

EVOLUTION, NOT REVOLUTION. 

‘This war,” Mr. O'Higgins adds, 
‘at as the Provisional Government 
rerned, was a war to vindicate the funda- 
mental right of the Insh people to decide 
their national: policy in the light of facts 
which they are powerless to alter. 

‘No section of men have the right to rob 
tne people of the position of virtual indepen- 
derea they have attained by struggle ‘and 
sacrifice, and to fling them hack into hope 
less war with Britain. 

“The new State has been launched. We 
cannot cast its horoscope. I look to evoln- 
tion rather than to revolution for the reali- 
sation of our ideals. The policy of the pre- 
sent Government is poeace—peace with our 
fellow-countrymen, whether in the North- 
East or in the South-East; peace with 
Britain.

Bergmann 
would be heard at al] on such terms, nor do 
the details of the German plan, if it corre- 
so to the summary. given below, seem 
likely to meet with a very cordial reception in 
Paris. 

Its suggestion of a total of 40 milliards pro- 
vides in itself a basis for discussion, but it is 
inconeeivable that the French delegates, and 
improbably that the British delegates, would 
consider a net 20 wmilliards—the amount 
arrived at by deducting from the proposed 40 
milliards an estimated 20 milliards in respect 
of payments already made—a tolerable dis- 
charge of Germany's obligations under the 
Treaty.

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INCENDLARIES AT WORK 
ATTEMPT TO BURN MR, COLE'S 
RESIDENCE. 

At about 6.55 o’clo k last night au atiemnt 
was made to burn the residence of Mr, W. L. 

Cole, M.P., 3 Mountjoy square, Dublin. 

Mr. Cole, his family, and some friends were 
in the house when a party of armed men 
arrived, and ordered them int the ¢crawing 
room, where a guard was placed «ver them. 

Other members of the armed party went 
upstairs sprinkled the furniture and bedding 
with petrol; and.set the place on fire. 

On the second, floor two beds and bedding 
and some furniture were burned. In another 
bedroom also a bed was set on fire and 
destroyed, and a sofa on the ground floor was 
burned. 

Three sections of the Fire Brigade arrived 
at 6.40, and, with buckets water, extin- 
guished the flames. 

It was stated that an unsuecessiu] attempt 
was made to set fire to the drawingroom, 
in which Mr. Cole and his friends were 
confined. 

When the incediaries had gone a two-gallon 
petrol tin was found outside the house. 

No person was injured by the fire, and 
the damage done was not extensive. 

Mr. Cole represents a Cavan constituency 
Dai! Eireann. 

When the knock was heard at about 6:50 a 
guest of Mr. Cole opened the door. and was 
immediately confronted by a man with a 
revolver. He tried to shut the door, but a 
second man hit him with the revolver in the 
face, pressed forward, and entered the 
house. About ten men were concerned in 
the raid. One of their first question, when 
they entered was, “ Are there any children in 
the house?' When informed that there were 
aone they went about their work of in- 
cendiarism. 

It is stated that one wof the men. when leav- 
ne. robbed Mr. Cole of between £20 and

The Limes of to-day publishes a special 
contribution from President Cosgrave on the 
Irish Free State and its achievements and 
problems. 

But twelve short months have sped by since 
the Anglo-Irish Treaty was signed in London 
and duly ratified by the Parliaments of the 
two countries, states Mr. Cosgrave. The 
New Year finds Ireland emerging in triumph 
through her agonising ordeal with a host of 
achievements, under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances, to her credit. The agreement 
which the Irish delegates brought back from 
London was the joint product of British and 
irish statesmanship, arriving, through just 
aud fair compromise on both sides, at terms 
which both parties could recommend to their 
respective peoples as offering an honourable 
basis for reconciliation and peace between 
neighbours so long estranged. And the 
peoples crowned that agreement with their 
unhesitating approval. 

But in each country that smal] and simple- 
minded minority, whom a misunderstanding 
public calls ' Die-hards,”’ registered their 
simple hatreds and declined any compromise 
dictated by statesmanship. In England, for- 
tunately for her, the '' Die-hards*’ are men 
with whom the pen dipped in gall is mightier 
than the sword; but, cahepeliy, in Ireland, 
the “ Die-hards”’ are women, whose ecstasies 
at their extremest can find no outlet so satis 
fying as destruction—sheer destruction. Weak 
men in their atmosphere seek peace in con- 
currence with their frenzy, and even children 
are exalted by having their revolvers 
thrast into their little hands. No doubt, 
these people can create, and, in fact, have 
‘éveated, a position of much trouble and diffi- 
culty—the difficulty of Bedlam out of bounds, 
but the difficulty can be, and is being, dealt 
with effectively. 

Mr. Cosgrave goes to refer to the 
challenge against democratically constituted 
authority which had been made by the armed 
irregular bands, a challenge which 
no Government could afford 
This challenge,’’ he proceeds, ' bad to be re- 
sisted and the uprising against the people's 
Government sappressed, and so, with deep 
sorrow, the order was given to the young 
soldiers of the national Army to assert, by 
foree of arms, the supremacy of constitutional. 
authority-—a most distasteful duty; which 
they have performed with great courage and 
heroic self-restraint, in spite of the terrible 
provocation. In this tragic conflict, wap- 
tonly forced on. us, we have lost priceless and 
irreparable livessand much valuable property, 
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But the Irish nation has been saved, and on: 
lreatv obligations with Great Britain hare 
been faithfully kept. The New Year, there: 
fore, finds our nation im a condition of greater 

eace and security than it has enjoyed for a 
eo while, 

‘‘In the face the difficulties 
have endeavoured to ontline. we can, [ thin«,. 
claim that we have firmly laid the founda- 
tions of the Free State, and have gone far 
towards restoring norma! and ordered cond'- 
tions, so essential for the great work of re 
ecnstruction which will presently follow. To 
day, in spite of the dismal forebodings of 
would-be Cassandras and the wicked fally ot 
those who should have been our greatest 
allies, the Irish Free State/Saorstat Eireann, 
with a efafvs and authority no less than that 
of any of the great free nations which are 
members of the British Commonvealth, is 
established in law and in fact.”’ 

The Times, in commenting editorially 
this message, remarks :—On New Year s 
every man is entitled to be as optimistic as 
he can, and on this particular morning there- 
fore ‘the President of the Irish Free State, 
from whom we print a special review of the 
coudition which, as he conceives it, Ireiand 
lite emerged after the most momentous year 
her history, may he allowed a generous 
latitude for the optimism he expresses. <A:

LONDON, Sunday. 

The British Chancellor of the Exchequer has 
an excellent prospect of finding himself pos- 
sessed of a substantial surplus at the end of 
the financial year. a : 

A surplus of £12,928,270 has already ac- 
cumulated in the national accounts during the 
first three-quarters of the year. 

As the last quarter is always the best 
revenue producer, this surplus will probably 
be increased as the end of the financial year 
(March 51) approaches. 

If this anticipation is fulfilled, the Chan- 
cellor will probably be preased to devote the 
surplus to the reduction of taxation rather 
than the reduction of debt in the coming 
financial year. 

Ministers are certainly most anxious to do 
everything that is possible in the direction of 
reducing taxation, but they also have in mind 
the difficulties of a dwindling revenue. 

With two notable exceptions, ail 
revenne items promise either to justify 
exceed the estimates. 

Customs, motor vehicle duties, estate duties, 

stamps and telephones are likely to show 
surpluses. 
Income tax is a difficult item on which to 
speculate. Probably the estimate of 
£529,000,000 will be realised. as £187,551 ,000 
has already been cullected. The point of 
doubt is whether a large surplus may not be 
secured on: this estimate, in view of the buge 
amount already collected. 

The two ‘unsatisfactory features of the 
revenue are excess profits duty and special 
receipts—sale of war stores, etc. The accounts 
suggest that the excess profits duty, from 
which the Treasury expected to get 
£27,800,000, has definitely ceased to be a 
révenne producer, and that the value of the 
available war stores has been considerably 
exaggerated in drafting estimates. :

ANGORA AND LAUSANNE. 
SPECIAL SESSION OF THE 
ASSEMBLY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own orrrspospest. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Sunday. 

A special session of the National Assembly 
at Angora has been called for.to-morrow to 
consider the report and recommendations 
brought by Hassan .Bey from the Kemalist 
delegation at the Lausanne Conference. 

he Conference at Lansanne will be 
virtually at a stand-still until to-morrow, 
when Lord Curzon will return from Paris. 

Shortly before he left for Paris Lord 
Curzon sent a letter to Ismet Pasha, in which 
he expressed his satisfaction that Ismet Pa- ua 
should agree with him that further discussion 
on the question of Mosul was unnecessary. 

After reminding Ismet that it was for the 
convenience of the Turks that this matter was 
dealt with by correspondence, the . Foreign 
Secretary added that be was quite willing at 
any time—and probably before long—to take 
up the questions of the frontiers of Syria and 
Irak at the Commission over which he (Lord 
Curzon) presides. He was prepared to state 
publicly the reasons which rendered it im- 


. possible for the British Government to accept 


the ltirkish claim regarding Mosul. He was 
glad that Ismet had accepted the proposal for 
the ‘discussion of the northern frontier of 
Irak by Anglo-Turkish experte. 

The Sub-Commission on economic questions 
has come to no agreement respecting capital 
levies and forced loans. A minority report 
on two or three articles will now be sub- 
mitted to the full Commission.—(Reuter. ) 


TURKISH OFFICIALS’ PLIGHT. 

The political situation in Turkey is de- 
ecribed as one of incoherence, disorganisation, 
negligence, and disorder, especially since the 
Angora Government took over the administra: 
tion of the capital. 

Armenians, comprising merchants, shop- 
keepers and artisans, have, it is stated, 
.already left Constantinople, all fleeing unde 
the impulse of well-justified fear. This means 
economic ruin. . 

All Goverument offices are closed, and 
thousands of Government officials are now 
destitute, their pay being seven months in 
arrears. This class is plunged in the darkest 
misery, and there is no hope that it will 
receive its due.

British warships and destroyers, and other. 
foreign vessels on duty in Turkish waters, 
must obtain vise from the Turkish Govern- 
ment before entering ports, according to the 
terms of a Note just transmitted from 
Angora to the Allies, the United States, aifd 
neutral Powers. 

In all cases application to enter ports must 
cive the name of the ship, armament, num- 
ber of crew, and object of visit. Warships 
are forbidden to enter ports between sunset 
and sunrise, and are also forbidden to land 
detachments of marines. 

This ruling affects twenty-three American 
destroyers now on duty in Black Sea and 
the Aigean Sea, in connection with maintain- 
ing communications for the American Go- 
‘vernment and the relief organisation.
